If you go from a 16x part to another 16x part, things should go across 
much better. I transported code from a 16x part to a 12x part and had 
to redo some things. I found that the interrupts were detected 
differently and the stack size was very small. The stack size was a 
bigger limitation since that meant that the code had to be really flat. 


There are EPROM parts to go with all the OTP parts. When I was 
developing code the the SSS frequency counter, I used three EPROM 
parts.

As I stated previously, if BOTH the Hound and the FOX transmit the Hound's 
call sign at the start and at the end of the Hound/FOX QSO, the Hound will 
ALMOST ALWAYS KNOW FOR SURE that the FOX has correctly copied the Hound's 
call sign. Also, if the FOX does not request a "fill," the Hound can 
reasonably assume the FOX has copied the Hound's location, the Hound's name 
and the Hound's power output. 


It is often feasible that a Hound, at the end of his reply to the FOX, can 
transmit to the FOX a request for confirmation of the Hound's call sign, 
such as, in my case: "N1TP?" This is true because the pack of hounds will 
often listen to hear whether the FOX is going to request any "fill." (The 
Hound's location, the Hound's name, and/or the Hound's power output). 


As George has opined, it would be ideal that each FOX would automatically 
confirm the Hound's call sign immediately following after the end of 
transmission of the Hound's reply to the FOX, but such "confirmation" by the 
FOX seldom happens. On the other hand, sometimes the FOX will transmit "TU 
[followed by the Hound's name]." In my case: "TU Tom." This is a reliable 
form of "confirmation" unless the other Hound's name is also "Tom." Such 
instances can occur, but are very rare.

There are schematics all over the place for some fairly simple but good 
filters you can build for these things. 


You simply make two common mode chokes back to back with some high-quality 
capacitors to ground from the input and output tie points. Some get fancy 
and use center tapped gizmos on both ends run a cap from the tap to ground. 
That seems like over design but for severe interference it may work. 


If you really want to go all the way use a 1:1 isolation transformer on the 
lamp side of the common mode chokes. All should be able to fit inside with 
the circuitry unless it's a tiny lamp ... 


William Nelson WA6FQG and William Orr, W6SAI used to publish a book called 
the ‘Interference Handbook.' It has these schematics. The latter 
interference books should also have good schematics and notes on parts 
selection. They all emphasize QUALITY capacitors or it won't work. 


Those filters should also keep the lamp from freaking elderly visitors as 
well. 


One thing I have to mention about 'touch' lamps. I don't know of any 
equipment that doesn't eventually fail. I can't imagine touching a lamp 


that's failed in the worst way ... just my paranoia.

Let's see - paranoia is an unreasonable fear that someone is out to get 
you. (My paraphrase.) But we're all aware that electricity REALLY IS OUT TO 
GET US! Doesn't sound like paranoia to me - just healthy respect. You don't 
last long around electricity without a healthy respect. 


My paranoia isn't about the juice, it's about people's sometimes slipshod 
attempts to contain it. Our touch lamp at home was assembled by a retired 
felow and sold at a flea market. He used stiff plastic tubing (polyethylene 
I think) to help protect the internal wiring where it went from the base 
interior through a hole up into the stem. The tubing was hot-glued in 
place, but had slipped out and let the wire abrade against the edge of the 
hole. Fortunately for us, it applied 120V to the lamp body just long enough 
to fry the touch switch circuit and remove the voltage from the body. (I 
was the one who had touched the lamp, and I never felt it. But the smell of 
smoked circuitry made it apparent why the lamp didn't work.) 


I've since repaired the lamp and used grommets where they should have been 
used in the first place, and it performs nicely now. Except when the phone 
rings.

Over the last few days I've been messing around collecting data on some 
monolithic crystal filters that I got from a seller on that auction site ... 
rhymes with "we pay" ... you know the one. Anyway, I'd been looking around 
for some of these to experiment with and not knowing the design specs on 
these it was/is a good learning experience. I first scanned some of these 
using just a solderless breadboard to hold the parts and the terminating 
resistors but got quite a bit of passband ripple. So then I soldered some 
trimmer pots and a socket right onto a BNC fitting and got much nicer 
looking curves albeit yet with some ripple in some case. I am imagining that 
this is a function of the terminating reactance (which I haven't bothered to 
vary yet, except in going from the breadboard to lower stray capacitance 
compact fixture).
